ed with false imprisonment, was 
continued to Wednesday, May 28, 
at nine o’clock a.m. 

The defendants are accused of 
seizing Bill Askew, former Upland 
drug clerk, at his home in Pomona, 
binding him and taking him to a 
cabin near Camp Baldy, where 
they, by force and threats, at the 
point of guns, compelled him to 
make a written confession that he 
took $45 from C. J. Scott in a 
poker game, and gave them a 
check in refund of the amount. 

Every inch of the way is being 
contested by the defendants, who 
are represented by Attorneys B. 
L. Cooper and A. L. Hickson, while 
the people are represented by 
Deputy Prosecutor Joseph Mar- 
chetti, who is making a hard and 
thorough fight to bind the accus: 
ed men over to the Superior Court. 
Judge A. W. Fields of San Dimas 
is presiding, and the hearing was 
in the Pomona city council cham- 
‘ber. 

After seven witnesses had been 
examined on the part of the peo- 
ple, this side of the case was 
rested. 

The defense at once placed R. 
F. Scott on the stand, and the 
cross-examination of the witness 
had barely commenced when court 
adjourned until the 28th. The 
prosecuting attorney announced 
that it would take him about two 
‘hours to crosseexamine Scott, and 
the defense announced it would 
have seven more witnesses after 
the first one, before it would be 
ready to rest. 

Scott Denies Everything 

It was evident from the testi- 
mony of R. F. Scott that the con- 
flict in evidence would be very 
broad. The plaintiff had _ intro- 
duced testimony showing that As- 
kew had been forcibly taken from 
his home to the cabin, and that 
he had been compelled to sign a 
written confession that he and 
“Lefty” MceMorran had played 
poker with C. J. Seott and won 
several hundred dollars, and that 
he (Askew) had received $45 of 
the sum, the balance being in pos- 
session of McMorran. It had beer 
shown that the defendants had 
also compelled Askew. at the voint 
of a gun: to give. them .a check 
for $45. : GES pn hee 

R. F- Scott denied every warticle 
of this testimony, and swore that 
Askew went to the cabin with 
them of his own free will and 
accord; that he signed the con- 
fessions and wrote the check in 
the same manner; that he was 
never threatened or bound, and 
that no promises were made to iD- 
duce him to sign the $45 check. 

Askew Tells Story 

“pil” Askew was the first wit- 
ness. He testified that R. F. Scott 
and A. L. Bloomfield went to his 
home in Pomona between 9 and 
10 o'clock at night, April We 
knocked on the door, told him he 
was under arrest, and commande 
him to accompany them, which he 
did, thinking he was being taken 
to police headquarters. Instead 
of taking him to the police station, 
he stated, the two men took him 
in a small auto coupe to a cabin 
in San Antonio Canyon. On the 
way, he said, they pound his hands 
with an overcoat belt, and Bloom- 
field held a_ revolver pressed 
against his side. ; 

He testified they took him to a 
kitchen in a grocery store or res- 
taurant, where they forced him, at 
the point of a gun. to write a 
confession that he had won $45 
from C. J. Scott ina poker game, 
and write a letter to his wife or- 
dering her to give them $45, the 
amount said to have been won in 
the game. They also, Askew said, 
forced him to write a letter to 
“Lefty” McMorran, advising him 
to turn over the money he was al- 
leged to have won from C. J. Scott 
in the same game of poker, which 
was played at the Askew home on 
April 6. After writing the let- 
ters, according to Askew. he was 
taken to a cabin. bound hand and 
foot, and guarded by C. J. Scott 
and the latter’s father, while A. L. 
Bloomfield and R. F. Seott drove 
to Pomona. After daybreak, he 
said, the men returned from Po- 
mona and forced him to write @ 
check for $45 and then released 
him. It seems they failed to get 
the check from Mrs. Askew on 
the strength of the letter. Askew 
admitted he won the money from 
Scott in a game of poker. i 

On cross-examination Askew 
stuck strictly to the statements 
he had made, and was in no wise 
deflected. 

Mrs. Askew Testifies 

Mrs. Askew told the court of 
Bloomfield and R. F. Scott com- 
ing to their home, 548 Bast Bighth 
Street; and of how she did not see 
her husband until the next morn- 
ing. In all particulars, so far as 
the narratives could run parallel, 
Mrs. Askew corroborated her hus- 
band’s story.

ID RECALLED 


Recent reports of the death 
of Dr. Sun Yat Sen, President 
of the Republic of South China, 
subsequently denied, today re- 
called the visit of the great 
diplomat to Upland, incognito, 
in 1912 and also brought to 
light some interesting exper- 
iences of a well-known Up- 
lander with the famous China- 
man, while in the Orient. 

Dr. Sun, it was afterwards 
learned, came to Upland two 
years ago in an effort to per- 
suade John Meyers, an Eng- 
lishman, then living here, to 
return to China with him in 
an advisory capacity. Myr. 
Meyers had formerly been in 
the employ of the Chinese 
government. 

The distinguished Oriental 
became very much interested 
in citrus culture while here 
and at the time of his local 
visit, in company with Mr. 
Meyers visited the National 
Orange Show at San Bernar- | 
dino. While here, he express- 
ed the opinion that China 
should enter the citrus indus- 
try, certain districts of which 
he held to be suited for such 
enterprises in soil, climate and 
irrigation facilities. More 
pressing affairs of the republic 
doubtless frustrated the reali- 
zation of this dream.

QUARANTINE MAY 
BE LIFTED SOON 


Lifting of quarantine bans in 
San Bernardino County except in 
a restricted district around Declez 
is expected next week. 

With a month having elapsed 
since the outbreak of the foot and 
mouth disease dmong hogs<*t Dec- 
lez and with’ no subsequent out- 
breaks being reported in 
county, it is expected that the 
federal and state authorities will 
remove the _ restrictions. The 
move will affect the entire county 
west of the San Bernardino to 
Riverside line of the Santa Fe, 
which has been under close quar- 
antine and federal control since 
April 21. 

While no word of the expected 
action has been received by J. P. 
Coy, horticultural commissioner, 
such a. practice has been followed 
in other counties, which without 
exception have been released from 
quarantine after the elapse of 30 
days from the last infestation. 

Ban Here Was Modified 

The Declez hogs were found in- 
fected on April 21, causing immed- 
iate quarantine of the western 
portion of the county. Because of 
the isolated character of the in- 
festation, only the close quaran- 
tined district was established, the 
desert and eastern part of the 
San Bernardino Valley not even 
being placed under provisional 
quarantine. 

On April 28 a second infestation 
was reported at the hog ranch but 
it has never been reported as 
such in federal bulletins, with the 
result that the 30-day period has 
now elapsed since the last report- 
ed outbreak. 

Mr. Coy, however, believes no 
action toward the release of quar- 
antine will be made until after 
May 28. At that time it is reas- 
onable to suppose the bars will 
be lifted and San Bernardino will 
become one of the free counties. 








HORTICULTURAL MEN TO 
CHECK UP ON GROVES 
FOR FUMIGATION DATA 





Survey of citrus groves in San 
Bernardino County, which require 
fumigation this summer to keep 
back scale is being made by the 
deputies working under J. P. Coy, 
county horticultural commissioner, 
in the various citrus districts of 
the county. 

In the Redlands and Highlan1 
districts the work of the past two 
years in cleaning up rundown 
groves and others affected by scale 
is showing excellent results, Mr. 
Coy believes. The area to ha 
fumigated in these districts is less 
than it was a year ago. In the 
West End districts the situation 
is unchanged. 

It is too early to make any fore- 
casts on the new orange cron, 
but both lemon and_ grapefruit 
have large settings, which indicate 
nearly a full crop.

trict tax funds amounting to $132,- 
189.30. 

The funds distributed Wednes- 
|day are the last for the current 
fiscal year, it was stated by Miss 
Cdllins, county superin- 
tendent of schools.

Funds Given For Attendance 

From the unappropriated county 
fund the elementary districts will 
receive $15 a teacher, which is the 
balance of the state and county 
money distributed on the teacher 
basis.

The members of the original 
board of freeholders who have 
participated in the conference are 
unanimous for an increase in sal- 
ary. Two members of the board 
have not made an expression. 

Proposal for the submission of 
the question to the voters of the 
county was advanced a number of 
months ago, and the freeholders 
called on the supervisors to dis- 
cuss the situation. 

Should the voters adopt the 
amendment it vould be ratified by 
the 1925 session of the legislature, 
but the increases would not af- 
fect any officers elected this year 
or now in office. They would con- 
tinue to draw the present salaries 
until the expiration of their terms. 
It would thus be 1927 before the 
salaries could go into effect, but 
the amendment must be voted at 
an election this year te make it 
effective by 1927.
